Initiation (Review) 

Subject: Initiation of Review regarding anti-dumping duty imposed on 

Thermal Sensitive Paper (TSP) imports'from European Union. 


No. 31/1/2001-DGAD. Th e Designated Authority having regard to the Customs Tariff 
Act, 1975 as amended in 1995 and the Customs Tariif (Identification, Assessment and 
Collection of Anti-dumping Duty on Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) 
Rules, 1995 thereof recommended imposition of definitive Anti Dumping duty on 
imports of Thermal Sensitive Paper originating in or exported from European Union 
falling under Chapter 48 of the Customs Tariff Act 1975 vide Gazette Notification No. 
25/1/98/ADD, dated 3.3.2000. The Government of India imposed provisional Anti 
Dumping Duty vide Notification No. 115/99-Customs dated 11.10.1999, which was 
confirmed by Notification No. 39/2000, dated 6.4.2000. 

1. Product Under Consideration 

Product under consideration is Thermal Sensitive Paper (TSP). Thermal Sensitive 
Paper (TSP) is classified under sub-head 4809.10 of Schedule I of the Customs Tariff 
Act, 1975. The Classification is, however, indicative only and is in no way binding 
on the scope of the present review. 

2. Initiation 

The Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act 1995 and the Rules made thereunder require 
the Authority to review, from time to time, the need for continuance of Anti Dumping 
Duty. The domestic industry. has filed a petition seeking review of the anti-dumping 
duty alleging that the dumping of TSP from EU and the injury caused therefrom has 
intensified. The Designated Authority now considers that the review of the Anti 
Dumping Duty recommended would be appropriate at this stage under the provision 
of Rule 23 of Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of Anti¬ 
dumping .Duty on Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995. 
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3. Procedure 

Having decided to review the final findings notified vide 25/1/98/ADD,- dated 

3.3.2000, the Authority hereby initiates investigations to review the need for 
continued imposition of Anti Dumping Duty on imports of Thermal Sensitive 
Paper (TSP) originating in or exported from European Union in accordance with 
the Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1995 and the Customs Tariff 
(identification, Assessment & Collection of Anti Dumping Duty on Dumped 
Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995. 

4. The review covers all aspects of the Notification No. 25/1/98/ADD, dated 

3.3.2000. 

5. The period of investigation for the purpose of the present review is 1 st April 
2000 to 31 st March 2001. 

6. M/s. Shree Krishna Paper Mills & Industries Ltd., New Delhi represented the 
domestic industry in the final findings notified vide 25/1/98/ADD. dated 3.3.2000. 
The Authority proposes to consider M/s. Shree Krishna Paper Mills & Industries 
Ltd., New Delhi to represent the domestic industry in accordance with the Rules 
supra. 

7. Submission of Information: The exporters in subject countries/territory, the 
importers and users in India known to be concerned and the domestic industry are 
being addressed separately to submit relevant information in the form and manner 
prescribed and to make their views known to the-

If no 
information is received within the prescribed time limit or the information 
received is incomplete, the Designated Authority may record its findings on the 
basis of the facts available on record in accordance with the Rules supra.
